Slight Drop Shown 
In Unltod States 
Cost Of Living 


A REPORT TABLED RECENTLY in the Canadian House of Commons 
by Finance Minister Abbott gave some very interesting facts regarding t|ie 
advantages which farmers have taken of the provisions made by the gov¬ 
ernment in 1946 for loans for farm improvements. These loans may be 
made through chartered banks for the improvement and development of 
farms, the loans extending over a period of ten years at an Interest rate of 
five per cent. Finance Minister Abbott’s report showed that 13,030 Canadian 
farmers, including more than 10,000 from the Prairie Provinces obtained 
loans last year and that the money used for this purpose amounted to $9,- 
880.565. It was also pointed out in the report that no bank had made claims 
on the government to recover losses, showing that the farmers who had 
borrowed money had met the terms of their agreements. 


WASHINGTON.—Retail prices on 
essential cost-of-living items dropped 
slightly between mid-April and mid- 
May, the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reports on the basis of preliminary 
estimates. 

The consumers’ price index for 
May 15 is estimated at slightly be¬ 
low 156—the April 15 level—figuring 
the 1935-1939 period as 100. Retail 
prices were a little more than 18 per 
cent, higher than a year ago and 58 
per cent, above the August, 1939, 
level. 


MONTREAL.—Small aircraft car¬ 
riers which served on Atlantic con¬ 
voy duty during World War II, are 
carrying Canadian grain to Britain. 

Operated by the British ministry 
of food, five of the British built baby 
flattops have been put on the grain 
run to haul wheat from Montreal 
and Halifax to London and Liverpool. 

The carriers are uneconomical, in¬ 
efficient grain ships, a British food 
ministry spokesman said here, but 
they must be used because of the 
shortage of ships. Loading wheat 
into the craft takes 25 per cent, 
longer than into a standard grain 
carrier, although they carry only 290,- 
000 bushels compared with a regular 
carrier’s cargo of 336,000 to 360,000 
bushels.

Manv PurDOSeS loans were made, amounting to $3,140,157. Mani- 
• toba farmers made 1.928 loans, totalling $1,397,- 

539. Two-thirds of the money borrowed was used to purchase farm imple¬ 
ments and farm trucks, the report showed, and fifty thousand acres of new 
land were broken by the 1,008 farmers who borrowed money for this pur¬ 
pose. Others obtained loans for foundation and breeding stock and there 
were 303 farmers who borrowed for this reason, their loans totalling $190,- 
937. It was observed that loans for the construction, repair and alteration 
of farm buildings were also provided, and that it was expected that the 
demand for them would be large when construction materials become more 
plentiful.

Credit is an important factor in any business, and 
farming is no exception in this regard. Canadian 
banks have played a very valuable part in the de¬ 
velopment of farming communities but the legis¬ 
lation enacted in 1946 was aimed at giving assistance to the average farmer 
who "in the past had not always been able to obtain bank credit for the 
purpose of adding improvements to his property." The results of the first 
year in which the measure was in operation show that a great many farm¬ 
ers made use of the loans, and that there were no cases of default on the 
part of those who borrowed. Farming is one of our largest and most essen¬ 
tial industries but farmers have not always received as much encourage¬ 
ment and support as might be desired. Extension of credit is one means of 
providing for the improvement and development of farms and should be 
viewed with favour by all sections of the public.

Canada Gives Twenty 
Million For Relief 
Of European People

OTTAWA—Gift of $20,000,000 by 
Canada for post-UNRRA relief of the 
needy peoples of Europe was an¬ 
nounced by Prime Minister King. Of 
the $20,000,000. $5,000,000 will be for 
the international children’s relief 
fund. 

Some $8,000,000 will be spent in 
purchasing Canadian salted and can¬ 
ned fish for distribtuion in Europe, 
this serving the extra purpose of 
supporting fish prices in Canada. Up 
to 10,000,000 pounds of salted cod 
and related species, 40,000 barrels of 
pickled fish (herring and mackerel), 
50.000 boxes of bloaters, 900,000 
cases of Pacific canned herring, and 
100,000 cases of maritime canned 
fish, will be purchased for relief 
needs.

Pigeon Turns Up PRAIRIE CROP 

7,600 Miles From Home PROSPECTS GOOD 


OTTAWA. — Prospects are good 
"for at least an average" crop on the 
Prairie provinces this year barring 
development of adverse weather and 
moisture conditions in the critical 
period between now' and early Au¬ 
gust, the Dominion Bureau of Sta¬ 
tistics said in a report covering 
Prairie conditions. 

"Perhaps the most serious hazard 
the current crop may have to face 
is the possibility of frost damage," 
said the report. "The stage of devel¬ 
opment of nearly all grains is from 
10 days to two weeks later than 
normal and the probability of dam¬ 
age from early frosts is thereby 
greatly increased."

RECIPE 


Add 1 envelope Royal Fast Rising 
Dry Yeast and 1 teaspoon sugar to 
Vi cup lukewarm water, and let 
stand 10 minutes. Then stir well. 
Scald »4 cup milk, add 3 table¬ 
spoons shortening, Vi cup sugar 
and V4 teaspoon salt and cool to 
lukewarm. Add 1 cup sifted flour 
to make a batter. Add yeast mix¬ 
ture and 1 beaten egg. Beat well. 
Add 2*4 cups sifted flour, or 
enough to make a soft dough. 
Knead lightly and place in greased 
bowl. Cover and set in warm place, 
free from draft. Let rise until 
doubled in bulk, about 2 hours. 
When light, punch dough down 
and divide into 2 equal portions. 
Roll dough *4 inch thick; place in 
2 well-greased pans ( 8*4 x 1114 
x 2" deep). Brush tops with melted 
butter or shortening; sprinkle with 
Vi cup granulated sugar. Peel and 
core 12 apples; cut into eighths; 
press into dough, sharp edges 
downward; close together. Mix 
1*4 teaspoons cinnamon with 1 
cup granulated sugar; sprinkle 
over cakes. Cover and let rise in 
warm place until light, about % 
hour. Bake in moderate oven at 
400°F. about 35 minutes.

GRAHAMSTOWN, Cape Province. 
—South African scientists are or¬ 
ganizing a hunt to catch a "modern 
dodd”, a fish once believed extinct 
for the last 50,000,000 years. 

First clue that this fish, a coela- 
canth, still survived, came in 1938 
when a trawler brought up a mys¬ 
terious object five feet long, steel 
blue in color and weighing 127 
pounds. 

The fish died three hours after it 
was landed and one of the fishermen 
said in 30 years of fishing he had 
never seen such a "queer looking ob¬ 
ject—it had arms". 

The remains of the fish are in an 
African museum.

Census Shows Fewer 
Horses In Manitoba 


OTTAWA.—The number of horses 
in Manitoba is decreasing rapidly in 
numbers, figures released by the Do¬ 
minion Bureau of Statistics show. 
These were the preliminary figures 
of the 1946 prairie census, and they 
reported a decline from 301,763 
horses on June 1, 1941, to 215,098 
last year, a 29 per cent. drop. 

Value of Manitoba’s farm horses 
decreased even more rapidly, from 
$16,377,887 in 1941 to $10,724,450 on 
June 1 last year, a decrease of one- 
third. 

While the horse population was de¬ 
clining, the cattle population was 
gaining in number, figures show. The 
cattle population in Manitoba, June 
1, 1946, was 799,633 compared to 
705,337 five years earlier, and 747,- 
367 in 1936. The value of cattle show¬ 
ed a much greater increase, being 
$49,485,625 last year compared with 
$26,495,164 in 1941 and only $14,238,- 
422 in 1936. 

The number of sheep declined to 
205,516 from the 1941 total of 246,- 
169 and w'as slightly below the 1936 
total of 207,915. Swine dropped from 
503,407 to 308,052 last year, but there 
will still be more than there were in 
1936, when 269,708 were produced. 

Total poultry population last year 
was 17 per cent, higher than in 1941, 
and 60 per cent, above 1936, due 
mainly to sharp increases in hens 
and chickens.

CHRONICLE, dated July 20, 1904. 

I think a few moments taken to 
browse through It would be fun. 

On the front page is an advertise¬ 
ment of the program on the July 24 
celebration giving the order of ev¬ 
ents and the sports program. The 
celebration was listed to start at 
6:30 a.m. with flag raising and a sal¬ 
ute of 24 guns. The parade began at 
9a.m. with a service at 10 In the 
meeting house. The afternoon was 
given to sports and such games as: 
Catch the Greased Pig with the pig 
as the prise; foot races for everyone 
including fat men and fat women, 
wrestling, shot put, bicycle races, 
and every other conceivable type of 
racing and sports. The day ended 
with a ball game between the Bene¬ 
dicts and the Bachelors. 

Of course there was a dance in the 
evening. 

Still on the front page we notice 
an article about baseball. Raymond 
was badly beaten by the Lethbridge 
Miners 19 to 1. The Miners imported 
a ball team from across the line in 
spite of the fact that a residential 
ruling of seven miles was made for 
all players. In spite of the shellacing 
Raymond still maintained her place 
at the top of the league. 

Also interesting to note was the 
fact that a new mill rate had been 
struck of 27 mills less ten percent 
for prompt payment. The estimates 
when first presented caused a gasp 



(so the paper says) for the total de¬ 
manded a mill rate of 40 mills. When 
the sifting and cutting was finished 
the result was a rate of 27 mills. 
Another littel article goes like this: 
"Just this side of Spring Coulloe are 
camped about fifty Raymondites 
who, under the direction of P J.

Hitherto, there was no established 
maximum rate o fspeed, it being un¬ 
derstood That it was to be a reason¬ 
able rate having regard t the pre¬ 
vailing circumstances and conditions 
Tills meant that a ear could he driv¬ 
en at a faster rate at certain times 


on the highway than at othertimes, 
depending upon the traffic and other 
factors. 

Now the government hr.r, e t- bltri¬ 
ed a maximum rate of 50 m l* pc 
hour for parsenge:* cars and 1 uses 
and all other such vehicles. 

For motor trucks the maximum r.Vr 
is 40 miles per hour.'With these spec¬ 
ified speed maximums in effect as 
from July 1. the provincial authorit¬ 
ies believe that the accident toll 
in the province resulting from reck¬ 
less driving will see a marked de¬ 
crease and that more general obser¬ 
vance of safe driving measures will 
he brought about.

OTTAWA. — How to keep your 
igloo clean, what to do when baby 
yowls and when to go to a doctor— 
these arc some of the subjects out¬ 
lined for Eskimo in a "Book of Wis¬ 
dom” released by the Northwest Ter¬ 
ritories Bureau of the Mines and Re¬ 
sources Department. 

The publication, prepared by offi¬ 
cials of the bureau and medical ex¬ 
perts from the National Health and 
Welfare department, will be distrib¬ 
uted to Eskimo families this year by 
the Eastern Arctic Patrol. 

Here- is a chapter on family allow¬ 
ances: 

"The King is helping all the chil¬ 
dren in his lands. He is giving his 
aid to the Eskimo children also and 
has instructed his servants, the po¬ 
lice, to proceed in this way. All par¬ 
ents and foster parents must register 
with the police all children up to 16 
years old. 


‘ Now the King is giving a monthly 
allowance to each child under 16 
years old. But this is to be controlled 
and only when in real need must an 
Eskimo mother or father ask to 
draw this allowance to help their 
children. If you have a good year of 
hunting and trapping you will not 
need the allowance that year and it 
will be saved for you and issued only 
when there is a dire need for it. 
When you do not use all the allow¬ 
ance it will be saved for the child 
who will receive it at the age of 16 
years.” 

Other sections deal with how to 
keep an igloo clean, tuberculosis, 
game conservation, rifle care, germs, 
injuries and prenatal preparations.

PICNIC PLOTTING—A picnic is a state of mind. You can have a pic¬ 
nic by a lake or on a hillside or in a city park or even in your own apart¬ 
ment on a Saturday night. A picnic is an informal meal where the mood is 
gay, and the food is simple but good. Whether your next picnic is inside or 
outside and whether your picnickers are friends or just family, let the food 
you serve help to create atmosphere with a holiday dash. Serve something 
different—something exciting—something good. Suggest a carnival midway 
with frankfurters or beefburgers, but dress simple food up for a party this 
time. Here are two recipes—one for Branburgers and one for a Macaroni 
Salad bowl—either of which can be the main dish at your next picnic. 

Frankfurter And Macaroni Salad Bowl

Cook macaroni tender in the boiling water, to which 3 teaspoons salt have 
been added. Five minutes before macaroni is done, add frankfurters; cook 5 
minutes longer. Then drain. Remove frankfurter, and rinse macaroni in 
boiling water. Place in a bowl with frankfurters, which have been cut in 
halves, lengthwise and crosswise, then in 1” pieces. Add French dressing, 
onion and lemon juice and chill. Just before serving, toss with 1 teaspoon 

salt and remaining ingredients. Serves 4.

CALGARY. — On roadsides, on 
camp grounds, at points of scenic in¬ 
terest where motorists pause, on 
Banff’s nuisance ground, and even in 
the town of Banff, black bears rate 
high as wild-life attractions. Merely 
watching or photographing them in¬ 
volves practically no risk for the 
watchers or photographers; feeding 
them is the trouble-starter. The 
claim that the one who first feeds a 
black bear signs its death warrant 
is not founded. In a high percentage 
of cases the hand-fed, hand-tamed 
black bear dies either by a game- 
warden’s bullet, fired to stop its 
depredations, or dies in hibernation 
through not having prepared natural¬ 
ly for its winter sleep. 

The sign-warnings “Do Not Feed 
The Bears” are not ‘‘fun-spoilers’’ 
posted by park authorities; those 
authorities know that a careless 
move on the part of the “feeder” 
can change an apparently docile bear 
into some hundreds of pounds of 
slashing fury. 

There was an instance of that re¬ 
cently at Banff. 

Mrs. M. Meier of San Francisco 
escaped with little more harm than 
head-cuts when she was struck and 


knocked down on the highway there 
by a large black bear. 

The incident occurred on the west 
highway in the vicinity of Sawback, 
about eight miles from Banff. Mr. 
Meier was feeding bread to the ani¬ 
mal, and Mrs. Meier, attempting to 
photograph it, moved behind the 
bear. This apparently alarmed it, for 
it turned swiftly and swept her to 
the ground. 

There was another instance of a 
similar kind at Lake Louise a few 
years ago. One Saturday a Lake 
Louise resident invited a weekly visi¬ 
tor to see his “tame” bear; the bear 
came hesitatingly when called, then 
turned suddenly and bolted for the 
bush, chased by a cat. The next Sat¬ 
urday the bear was practically living 
on the premises, eating from the 
hand of anyone who offered it a tid¬ 
bit. The third Saturday it “went 
bad”. While feeding the animal the 
“tamer” paused and turned as some¬ 
one called to him, and the next mo¬ 
ment wicked claws slashed his face.
